DODGED ANTWERP SHELLS. 


Arthur Ruhl Tells of His Experience 
When Caught in Cross-Fire. 


Special Cable to Tom New YORE Trmme 
LONDON, Oct. 12.—Arthur Ruhl ar- 
rived in London tonight, having eft 
Antwerp just as the Germans were 
getting into the city. He was under 
fire several times, especially when he 
accompanied a British surgeon into the 
zone between the inner and middle 
forts on Thursday, where they \were 
caught between cross-fires. 
2 of his experiences, Mr. Ruhl 
, “I have seen all the war I want to 
witness. Like most other people, I 
have read the hackneyed expression 
that shells whistle through the air, but 
I know now that they. whistle louder 
than they do in any book. Through 
the courtesy of a British surgeon I 
had an opportunity..to enter the zone 
of combat in his automobilé. We could 
see no Germans, nor could we see the 
shells, but we could hear them coming 
through the air after the distant boom 
of .guns. — 

“My head began to feel hot, and I 
took eff my hat. The moment after 


I had uncovered my head a badly timed 


shrapnel shell from thé Belgian forts 
at our backs broke over our heads 
like a terrific’ thunder Clap, ‘and pieces 
of the shell shot past not two yards 
from our heads.’ I then put on my 
hat, which of course wouldn't have 


helped much, if at all. The shrapnel. 


came closer, but I felt more comfortable 
after that with it on. 

““ We had gone only a short distance 
when a German shell hit the road fifty 
feet in front of.us and -burst. . Then 
‘one landed closer. It hit the ground 
so near us that sand’ ‘Was.thrown into 
our faces.

Russian Story of How Austrians in 
a Wood Surrendered to Cossacks.

“The sucess of the Belgian Army in 
reaching Ostend gives them a tempo- 
rafy respite in’ which to reform their 
regiments.. By this forced march of 
sixty miles. they es from a 
dangerous ‘situation, due to the flank 
attack .of, the German forces from 
Termonde and the River Lys. “Indeed, 
but for the assistance of the British 
reinforcements sent out from Ostend, 
it is, dodbtful whether the Belgians. 
‘would have succeeded in escaping 
capture. 


The. internment of 2,000 British in 
Holland is a -very “minor matter in 
comparison with the ‘large* numbers 
that form ‘the armies in the field. 
Either this British force wandered 
into’ Holland through tgnorance of the 
country or they must have taken up a 
position to act as a rear guard to pro 
tect the Belgian retreat, and were cut 
off, due.to lingering too long behind 
the main force. 


Great Britain is now paying the 
‘penalty for putting her trust ‘in the 
fallacious but seductive idea that num- 
bers mean military strength. She can 
get the numbers and fas already en- 
rolled an army of. 1,200,000. Her nuin- 
bers, however, are .so far merely a 
military burden to the State, as the 
value of the néwly recruited regiments 
for field operations is practically nil. 


During’ these last two weeks, when 
200,000 men might have saved Ant- 
werp and turned the tide of battle for 
the Allies, Great Britain; had to look 
on while her.opponents gained an im- 
portant victory. Though she had 600,- 
000 men in her training camps, they 
were of less immediate value to her 
than 100.000 would have been on the 
Continent. 


The loss of 1,146 British officers dur- 
ing the first seven weeks of fighting 
is a serious matter for Great Britain. 
She has no large reserve of trained 
men like the continental nations. Yet 
history shows that to send green troops 
into the field under inexperienced of- 
fieers can result only in disaster. 
Though the Americans had 5,000 mili- 
tia to oppose the British advance on 
Washington in 1814, the 3,000 British 
were able to rout the Americans almost 
without fighting, and to march into 
Washington and burn the Capitol with- 
out. serious resistance. In France in 
1870 the hastily raised levies of Bour- 
baki were no match for the trained 
Germans: With a force of 25,000 men 
the Germans in January, 1871, defeated 
a French army of newly formed divis- 
ions of more than three times their 
numbers; and ~forced 70,000 to take 
refuge in Switzerland. ' 


After her relatively small army of 
regulars and experienced volunteers 
is put into the fight, Great Britain 
can do little more on land until her 
newly-raised troops: can have the 
months of training required to fit 
them for service in the field. 

The successful German advance 
toward Ostend 
strengthens their position in France. 
Before this reinforcement they were 
holding their own m the vicinity 


of Lille and Ypres. It ‘mate of thelr 
army from Antwerp can. be. toved;'to 
this field, it will more than offset. tor 
atime the reinforcements, that. the 
Allies can bring, to their .flank.: ‘Be-. 
sides the reinforcements in, men, the 
moving to the front of the army from 
. Antwerp will add largely to the. oe 
man artillery strength. . - 

The great development of this. wat 
has been the deciding. factor in -vic-. 
tory,. furnighed by artillery fire, .¢8- 
pecially by the fire of heavy: guns. 
Since the siege of Antwerp called for 
a large number of the heavier field 
guns, the release of: these for ‘wervice, 
atthe front will. be an important 
gain for the Gefthan cause. ’ 

The general line of battle ‘in France 
is held by both’ sideé without” im- 
portant-changes. The Germans | have 
advanced : their -line: to a, point ten 
miles west of .Lille, between Armen- 
tiéres and Hazebrouck. At Soissons 
the British have made. a slight: dd- 
vance, while east. of Verdun’ the 
French have made further ‘progress. ” 
In Lorraine .the Germans ‘still. hold 
their positions south of . the Freneh 
border. * 

The viétotious’. — of the. Ger- 
mans from Silesfa to the Vistula. Biy- 
er at Ivangorod,’ sixty miles ‘south 
of Warsaw, has. broken up the, Bus- 
sian campaign against Austria. ' Being 
threatened with an attack .from/their 
rear, the Russians had no choice ‘but 
to abandon the lines at: Tarnow,,.and 
to. fall back to-a position. at whith 
_they would unite their forces to check 
the German invasion. There is little 
question but that this: move involved 
also the evacuation of Rzeszow> in 
order to shorten the Russian front and 
strengthen its position. —. 

The abandonment of the siege; of 
Przemys}, reported’ from Vienna and 
Berlin, would indicate ‘a, serious; weak- 
ness on the part of the Russians, fore- 
ing them to draw in every’ available 
detachment in -order. to--muster., suf- 
ficent ses to stop the German ad- 
vance. 

Eapecially is the value. of strategic 
moves exemplified »in: this campaign. 
While a reinforcement of the Austrian 
Army at Tarnow would have lea: to a 
slow campaign agdinst the “Russiiin 
intrenched position,’ this advance to 
the north, by threatening the Russian 
line of communications, has. enforced 
a Russian retreat. in much shorter 
time and with much less loss: of life. 

Every day that the Gernians ‘can 
maintain themselves in this advanced 
position in Poland is a day gained ‘in 
relieving their countrymen: from < ;the 
horrors of war. Russia.can make no 
move toward an invasion of Germany 
or even of Austria in important force

Collection. of Widow 
daughter to Go at Auction. ° 


An auction ‘sale of dooks, letters, 
manuscripts, portraits, relics,” and |’ 


Louis Stevenson at Vailima, Samoa, 
was announced by the Anderson Auc- 
tion Company in the advertising col- 
umns of THE New York Times on Sun- 
day. 


Andersons by Mrs. Isabel Strong. of 
Santa Barbara, Cal., who inherited most 
of it from her mother, Mrg. Stevenson. 
The sale is now in preparation and the 
catalogue is practically ready for dis- 
tribution, but no date has yet been an- 
nounced, 

This is said by the Anderson Com- 
pany to be the largest and most im- 
5 pose Stevenson collection that~has 
ever come on the market. . Included in 
it are hundreds of autograph letters, a 
large number of which were written by 
the Thovelist to his mother; scores of his 

original manuscripts, many. of them un- 
published; original drawings, ‘ rarities 
said to be entirely unknown to collec- 
tors; the famous rtrait of Stevenson 
by Sargent, a —— of the novelist 
by. Saint-Gaudens, a plaster group pre- 
sented to Stevenson by Rubin, and 
numerous*war clubs and other —— 
used by the Samoans and presented to 
Stevéngon. 

When he became a victim at Vailima 
to writer’s or scrivener’s cramp his 
stepdaughter, Mrs. Strong, acted as his 
typewriter and amanuensis, To her some 
of his best known stories were dicta ed.
